THE YELLOW FEVER. 


The enjoyment of health by our people generall; 


has, however, been interrupted during the past sea- 
son by the prevalence of a fatal pestilence, the yellow 
fever, in souSe portions of the Southern States, che- 
ating an emergency which called for prompt and ex 
traordinary measures of relief. The disease appeare< 
at Newbrleans and other places on the lower Missis- 
sippi soon after midsummer. It was rapidly spread b; 
fugitives from the infected townfe and cities, and die 
not disappear until early in November. 
The State 


of Louisiana, Mississippi and Tennessee have sutler 
ed severely. About one hundred thousand cases ar< 
behevei to have occurred, of which about 20,000 
according'to intelligent estimates, prove 1 fatal.

Is impofas^ble to estimate with any proximate to accu 
racy, the loss to the country occasioned by the epi 
demic. It is to be reckoned by ttie hunctred million 
of dollars. The suffering and destitution that resulte< 
excited the dfcepebt sympathy in all parts of th 
Union. 1-hvdicians and iiurhes hastened from overj 
quarter to the assistance of the afflicted Comnumi 
ties. Voluntary coutabutioas of money and sup- 
plies hi every needed torm were speedily and gener- 
ously furm. hed. The government was able ^o re- 
spond 111 toin<- measure to the call for help by pro

The people of the former slave-holdiiig 
States accepted the^e results and gave iu every j rac- 
ticable lorm-asfcurances tliat the thirteenth, lour- 
teenth ami fifteenth amendments and lawo passed lu 
pursuaLce thereof, should m good taith be enforcec 
rigidly and* impartially in letter and spirit, to the eiic 
that tho humblest citizen without disL ictiou ol race 
or color, shoiila under them receive ml and equa 
protection in person and property ai 1 ia politic aj 
rights and puvileges. 
By these constitutional 


amendments tho southern section <_f the Union ob- 
tained a large iucieas>e STpohtical power in Congress 
and in the eltctoral college, and the country justjy 
expected that emotions would proceed, aa to the en- 
franchised race, iipou the same circumstances of 
legal and constitutional freedom and protection 
which obtained iu all ths other States of the 
Union. The friends of law and order looked forward 
to the conduct ot these elections, as offering to the 
general judgment of the country an important op- 
portunity to measure the degree in which tha ri%ht of 
suffrage could be exercised by the colored people, 
and would be respected by their fellow-citizens. Bui 
a more general enjoyment ot freedom of sullrage by 
the colored people, and a more just and generous 
protection ot that freedom, by the communities of 
which they form part, were generally anticipated, 
than the record of the elections discloses. In some oi 
thoqe States in which colored people have been unable 
to make their otimoas felt in flie election, the result 
is mainly due to influences not easily measured or 
remedied

Congressional disui^ta outside of these' States, the 
records of the election seem to compel the conclu- 
sion that the rights of colored voters have been over- 
riden aud their participation in the elections not per- 
mitted to be either general or free. It will be for tho 
Congress for which these elections were had to mak 
such examination into their conduct aa may be ap- 
propriate to determine the validity of the claims of 
members to the seats. In the meanwhile it becomes 
the duty of the executive arsd judicial departments 
of the government, each in its province, to inquire

I said, in this connection, in my last message, that 
whatever authority rests with me, to this end, I shall 
not hesitate to put f prth, and I am unwilling to fore- 
go a renewed appeal to the legislatures, tne courts, 
file executiv e authorities, and the people of the States 
where the wrongs have been perpetrated, to give their 
assistance, towai ds bringing to justice the offenders 
and preventing a repetition of the crime. No means 
within my power will be spared to obtain a full and 
fair investigation of the alleged .crimes, and to se-

It is to be observe^ that the principal appropria- 


tion made lor the department of justice at the last 
session cootained the follcwimg clause: "And for 
defraying the expenses whiih may be incurred in the 
act approved Feb. 2g, 187U entitled an act to amend 
an act approved J>Ia.y 30,1870, entitled an act to en- 
force the rights of citizen? of the United States to 
vote in the several StatS^ df the Union and for other 
purposes, or any acts alnendatory thereof or supple- 
mentary thereto." It is the bpinion of the attorney 
general that the expenses of these proceedings will 
largely exceed the amount which was thus provided, 
and I rely confidently upon Co.gress to make ade- 
quate appropriations to enable the executive depart- 
ment to enforce tbe'laws.

I respectfully urge ujiion your attention that the 


Congressional elections in every district, in a very 
important sense,1 are'justly a matter of interest and 
concern throughout the whole country, Each State 
and every political party is entitled to a share ot 
power which is conferred by the legal and constitu- 
tional suffrage. It is the right of every cjtizen pos- 
sessing the qualifications prescribed by law to cast 
one untiraidated ballot and to have his ballot honest- 
ly counted. So long as the exercise of this 
power and the enjoyment of this right are^ommon 
and equal, practically as well as formally, submission 
to the results of the suffrage will be accorded loyally 
and cheerfully, and all the departments of the gov- 
ernment will feel the tiue vigor of the popular will 
thus expressed. No temporary or administrative In- 
terests of government^ however urgent or weighty, 
will ever displace the zeal of our people in defense ofi 
the primary rights of citizenship. They understand 
that the protection of liberty requires the mainte- 
nance in full vigor of the manly methods of free 
speech, free press and free suffrage, and, will sustain 
the full authority of the government to enforce the 
Jaws which are framed to preserve these inestimable 
rights. 
•.tae matereal progress and welfare of the States 
depend on the protection afforded to then-" citizens, 
phere can be no peace without such protection.no 
drosperity without peace, and the whole country is 
Teeply interested in the growth and prosperity of all 
ts parts.

These efforts, led and directed by the com- 
missioner general, were remarkably e accessfnl, and 
the exhibition of the products of Aim rican industry 
was creditable and gratifying in scope and character. 


'Ihe reports of the United Slates c xamiasioners, 
giving its results in detail, will be duljr laid before 
you. Onr participation in this international compe- 
tition for the favor and the trade of the world may 
be expected to produce useful »nd .important re- 
sults in promoting intercourse, friendship and com- 
merce with other nations. 


IKTKENATIONAL MOKETAB'Y OONKEEENCE. 


In accordance with the provlsioi s oi the 'act of 
FeD. 28,1878, three commissioners were appointed to 
an international conference on th« subject of adopt- 
ing a common ratio between gold: md silver, for the 
purpose pf establishing, internationauy, the use of 
bl-metalic money, and securing fixity of the relative 
value between those metals. Invitations were address- 
ed to the various governments which had expressed 
a willingness to participate in its deliberations. The 
conference had its meeting in Paris August last.

Tte important duty imposed on this depart 


ment by th<f resumption act, approved Jan. 14 
187:-. has been steadily pursued during the pas 
y=j.r. The jlain purpose of the act is to secure 
to all urteitfils and 'all classes tne benefits of a 
s'Hind currency, redeemable in coin, with the 
least possible disturbance of existing rights 
and contracts. Three of its provisions have 
been snbstabtially carried into execution by 
the gradual [substitution of fractional coin for 
fractional currency, by the free coinage of gold 
and by free banking.
